Upon the whole ll would ap- 
pear llmt Ills loeling in favor of restricting 
the Railiii;^ al the steam rams is ratliur gain- 
in;; grouiiil thuQ otiierniae. But Ihera alill 
lecin tu bo conllictiuj!; opinions amongst tho 
lawyHrs upon llie aubjucl. At the tiino ol 
Chief Uaruo PulUck'i duciiioh in tlia Aluxuii- 
dra case, tbo ailrocaied of ilia i^ualh liiurnph- 
anily pointed to the fact (bat while the Aniori- 
cans demanded her seizure, their own law 
made sueh an ocl illegal. It is liowever, by 
no meanii clear .lliat American lawyers sup- 
ported the Chief Baroa in bis view uf the 
oiatter. His decision against the coiififcu- 
lion of the AWxaniira was basnj on ihc 
grounds — firat, that she wai not armed, and 
secund, that there ia nu difference between 
selling arms and selling ships. Many cases 
wore cited during the argnmeut, but there is 
ana case in which thiit particular question 
oanie on for irial before the Supreme Cimrt 
of the Uuiiad Stales, which \rai not, eo lar 
m wa can gather from the reports of the case, 
moniiuned at nil. This was the base of the 
"Bolivar,'' which sailed, fcoin an American 
pott to tatce part ia a war against a power with 
which Amerioa wo« at'pe'nee. ' She wai Gtted 
out and intended lor n ship uf war, but not 
armed. Ti'.e juilye ruled ihut ilwns not iiecfs- 
sary that she should bo armed, to make the dc- 
fcodunt guilty, and he laid down the law that 
the United States' collectors had authority tu 
daiofn vessels where " birciiiditancea'iJ ren-> 
derod it "probable' that 'sUoli'Telsals"' are' in-' 
tend«d by the owners tn commit hostilities 
against soinu forcigr, power at peaea with ihe 
United States, and ho goes on to say that 
Americana are restrained only.fromsuch aeis 
as are calculated to inroive the country in 
war. ' Itjoan then hardly be said that the 
Americans are asking Her .Miijesty's Rovern- 
meot to do nioro than what Ihey theniselves 
have ilona in casoa preciasly similar loihe 
caso of the Alabama, the Alexandra, and the 
iron ctads.L The.other gfbaind of Jecision was 
that there is DO diOereriist^ between selling 
arms and selling tibips ; und in suppuri of 
this vicw.Judge Story's aothority in the case 
of tho '• Santisaima Trinidadu" was quoted, 
which was to the ellecl that lliera was nothing 
in the American law, or in tho law of nations 
that fi^bida'^AWdtiisii'n citizens 'from sending 
ainsetfVeiseta'ak' well %a mfiaitiiha'bf war, tu 
foreign ports for sale. Very diflereDt was thn 
case ef the Alabama 'thai ^omt'emplnted 
by the judge ; she was not sent to a South- 
ern port fjr sale, if she had baon so sen!, 
it would haVB given the Norlh a proper 
remedy, in giving their blookudiag 8bip8,8n 
opportunity of B*izing'hcr, but":sh4 was 
sold in England lo the ConfederaMtj ^and 
soiling from an Knglish port was at once 
employed to prey apon American commoree. 
If ships or arms are sent for sale lo one bol- 
ligerent the other has no right to coT.phiin, 
because the remedy exists in the bloclcada, 
which deprives the balligcrent of any right 
tu reproach the neutral with supplying he"" 
enemy. But if the neutral furnishes that 
enemy with ships of war in her own port?, 
and assists her in making such nrrangtrneats 
that lha ships can at onco enter upon the 
work of des'roying tne other ships, without 
running the blockade, tho whole conditions 
of lha caso are changed. There may ba no 
difforttiice belwcen selling urnu and ships, if 
both are sent to the ports of one belligcroiil 
at the risk of ca|itiirB by the oilier, but if the 
arms are supplied on this riiik, nnd the ships 
outside of it, the drffercnca is enormous. In 
other cases American lawyerii have construed 
their law in a very dilf^rent spiril tn tint in 
wliieh Chiel IJaron rollock riilcil. We 
mny in.'<lanco that of the "Irrtsisliiilu" whieh 
saiUid (torn liul.iin'iie with guns in her liold 
and a cr«w of filly nicu, ostensibly on a eom- 
roercial voyage. She went to Buenoj Ayres, 
and was there coinniitisiuned lo sail on a 
cruise, and nuide prizes of some Spanijli 
ships, which wero brought to America for 
Bale, Chief Juslicu Mar.-shall in hi« juilg- 
mcnt cipru.-^Riid it as his opinion, Itial to nl- 
low her departure Irom America wiih arms 
io bar hold, albeit^sbe 'wa« not in^commission, 
to ba regarded as' a ' ifiefc 'iinercadtiie voyage, 
would bo a fraudulent neulrality, disgrajtiful 
to the Guverrimcjnl, and of which no nation 
would bo the dupe. This opinion seonn lo 
be entirely applicable to tlio case of the Ala- 
bama, which was filled as a ship of wor in 
Knglund, nnd armed aoon'-afier she left tbe 
port. We can readily underalsnd the indig- 
nation with which the American nation 
would sou such a proceeding repeated, and 
WB could not be aurprised^at their resenting 
it as a fraudulent neutrality. nVI

Thore nro G3 iroo sea-going vessels now 
being built on Ilia Clyde, bylweaii Greenock 
and Ihe city of Gla/guw. More than three- 
fourthn oftheao are propellers, tho remainder 
side wlieelH. Il io possibla that S'^mo of 
these may be sail vsssols, as wa c.muot al- 
ways toil by tho iron frame what tho oiact 
nat'uro of the ship may be when finished. 
These vessels are all clipper models, very 
fharp nt tbo bow and where they leave water 
nil. They are nil, wilh the exception of 
Ihreo, entirolj constrncled of iron — iron 
keels, iron covering, iron compartments, iron 
libs. The durability of these vessels and 
ilieir economy is vrortby ol our aerions consi- 
deration. We made n trip down Iho Clyde 
for tho purpose of counting these vessels, 
having been awakened tho night before by 
the sound of ten thousand hammers and the 
blaze of furnnces, as we ascended iho Clyde 
nn our night passage from Ireland to Soolland. 
Ship building by night excited our curiosity, 
especially when we had not heard one word 
of sympathy from any of the higher or educat- 
ed class in favor of the North. Noryot in 
Scalland hare we beard, either in tbe hotels 
or first-class cars, or from cabin passengers in 
the sleamboat8,ona word of eocanragemeot or 
condolence for the North. Ererybodv echoes 
the una cry that Americans are figbting for 
povar, ani'l the foieing of a tariff upon tho 
South. They entirely ignore. tho slavery 
question, and insist that the tariff, a«d not 
the negro, is the object of this war. The ro- 
cognition of the South would be popular 
among the middle nod upper olniaes 

Sinoo iron has been made to float ths 
valer lighter than wood, Great Britain has 
commeiioed tha era of her greatest excellence 
and power upon the icn. For what nation 
has the miuii of coal and iron doveloped, 
and tha furnaces and rolling mills ? What 
port out of Great Britain can put up at ono 
iiine O.'l iron steamsliips, nnd build an many 
iron clails if necessary? On the very sub- 
urbs of G lasgow they mino both iron and 
coal, and iranslorm theaa into steamships. 
Look at the many bteamahip lines already 
possetsed by Gieu' Britain, and look how lew 
our unhappy country pu3ses.se6. This is an 
Irini Age. and t!ie iiatiun wlio does not de- 
velop her iron niBnufaoluro.» goes boliinilliaiid. 
If we in tha Uiiiled StiUts, bniUl nn iron 
vessel, wo probably hava lo Eond to Halli- 
inore f?] for the plates. Here each builder 
takes the pig, puddles it, rolls it, and ra.ikes 
a ship out "of it. Every ship yard should, 
for national reasons, be encouraged lo erect 
puddliiif; furiiace.H and rolling mills, so that 
they can erect lor for psAC j iron ships, nnd 
lor war ironclads. Great Britain has tho 
ability 10 make 100 ironclads a year. Havo 
sve such ability in our shipjards? Ko ; nor 
will wo until goveniinonl compels every ship- 
yard that builds a monitor lo first orccl fur- 
naecs uud mills, bo that pig iron shall be 
worked. Tha Slalioucry otrice has just issued 
the mineral statistics ol tha United Kingdom 
of Great Britain^ and Ireland for 18G2, by 
Robert Hunt, Keeper of the .Mining Records.
